“When the time came when 
Germany ougkt to have realized 


that the game was up, that de- 
feat was staring her in the face, 
she certainly ought to have made 
peace, but why didn’t she do it? 

It requires more 
courage to make peace than to 
war. 

“Germany's disaster was not due 
to the lack of valor or skill in her 
troops, as valiant men, as intelli- 
gent men as even went into action. 

“But the failure was in the lack 
of vision, courage, leadership of 
the rulers and this is not without 
its meaning now when democracy 
has been thrown over in one coun- 
try after another in Europe as if 
it were a thing of no use.

German Communist Central Com- 
mittee has taken a decision to in- 
stitute a Red reien of terror if it 
succeeds in stirring up a revolution, 

A five-point program was adopted 
by the committee as a guide to the 
Communists. It includes the sei- 
zure of all foodstyffs from peas- 
ants, the arrest of all non-Com- 
munist officials, the supression of 
all but the Communist press and 
death to all who oppose the ime. 
One speaker in opposing the arrest 
of the officials asserted: “There 
is no sense in filling our prisons. 
Only the dead will be silent.” 

At Maunheim two men were 
killed and scores wounded. At 
Neustadt, Frankfort-on-Main and 
througbout the Ruhr district raid- 
ers are looting foodshops, par- 
ticulariy bakeries. 

In most places the police are 
able to cope with the situation and 
a fair measure preserve order. 
Chaotic financial conditions are 
the direct cause of the food riots. 
The peasants refuse to sell meat, 
vegetables and fruite for — 
money. Thus foods which 1d 
be abundant at thie time of the 
year are to be had only in man 
quantities. Potatoes, which form 
the staple diet of thousands of 
workers, and should be brought 
in and distributed before the end 
of October to prevent freezing, 
have just begun to appear. A 
potato famine this winter seems 
inevitable. 

Wheat ie available in more or 
less sufficient quantities on ac- 
count of heavy purchases in the 
United States and Argentina, but 
flour is so expensive that it puts 
white bread out of the reach of 
the avefage man. Butter, mar- 
garine and fats, which are hoarded 
by selfish shopkeepers, form the 
favorite items of pillage. 


ARRESTS INCREASE 
At Duesseldorf today silk stock- 
ings, neckties, silk hats, fur coats, 
dance gowns and lingeries taken 
from shops during last Saturday's 


rioting were found hidden in out- 
of-the-way corners all over the 
city. Thirty-five more arrests were 
made, bringing the total to 300 
or more.

for Deliveries 
Flat Refusal Expected to be 
Poincare’s Answer

[BY CABLS—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

PARIS, Oct. 16.—Chancellor 
Stresemann today telegraphed the 
text of a new note to the French 
government, which Charge d' At- 
faires Von Hoesch will deliver to 
Premier Poincare tomorrow. 

This is the first written com- 
muUnication from the Berlin gov- 
ernment since Herr Cuno was over- 
thrown. 

The German communication 
which is called an aide memoir, re- 
iterates the former's request for 
German-Franco-Belgian co-opera- 
tion for a resumption of work in 
the Ruhr, and states positively that 
Germany is unable to reimburse the 
mine and factory owners for tuel 
and material delivered to the Al- 
lies on account of reparations in 
accordance with agreements al- 
ready reached between Gen. De- 
goutte and certain industrial 
groups in the occupied territory. 

Chancellor Stresemann practical- 
ly asks Premier Poincare to aban- 
don his claim for deliv of ma- 
terial in kind during the h of 
the moratorium which France an- 
nounced it was willing to grant in 
January before the split with for- 
mer Prime Minister Bonar Law. 
resulting in the seizure of the 
Ruhr. At that time Premier Poin- 
care agreed to a three or four-year 
moratorium on the payment of rep- 
— but insisted that the de- 
livery of materials continue. 


WOULD DODGE INFLATION 
The German note states it is im- 
possible to reorganize and stabilize 
finances if it continues paying 
paper marks for materia] the Ruhr 
industrialists deliver to the Allies. 
By so doing, the inflation and 
emission of worthless currency 
continues, whereas according to the 
new plan it would cease printing 
old paper and the new Renten 
marks would supercede the depre- 
ciated currency by February, put- 
ting Germany on its feet mone- 
tarily. 4 

Since Germany was excluded 
from the negotiations between 
Gen. Degoutte and the Ruhr in- 
dustrialists recently, Germany 
urges the French government to 
induce the mine owners and fac- 
tory operators to extend credits 
to the Berlin government to the 
amount of the material delivered 
to the Allies for the length of 
whatever moratorium may be 
granted to Germany—five years 
being suggested as the minimum. 

This would enable the German 
government to reorganize so by 
1928 it would be ready to begin 
the payment of reparations and 
the delivery of material. 


ADMIT GERMAN INABIIATY 
Even the French privately admit 
that the Ruhr industrialists can- 
not alone finance the works, pay 
employees, purchase raw materials 
and continue deliveries on the 
account of reparations for four or 
five years, so Chancellor Strese- 
manns suggestion practically 
amounts to a demand that Pre- 
mier Poincare waive deliveries in 
kind during the life of the mora- 
torium. 
A flat refusal from Premier 
Poincare is expected as the in- 
spired Temps tonight points out 
that the Germans are seeking to 
substitute the passive resistance for 
a secret struggle by Germany 
against the payment of repara- 
tions and says if the mine and 
factery owners in the occupied 
regions are unable to make de- 
liveries their properties should be 
seized and operated by the French.

Opposition of Hierarchy to 
Cause is Protested 


Belief That People Turn ta 
Republic Expressed 


(BY CABLE AN!) ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

DUBLIN, Oct. .16.—Mention of 
the name of Eamon De Valera was 
greeted with prolonged cheering at 
the opening session of the Ard 
Fheis, or general assembly of the 
Sinn Fein, which met today at 
the Mansien House. About 1500 
delegates, representing 750 Sinn 
Fein clubs in all parts of Ireland, 
filled the round room in the build- 
ing, the attendance including a 
few members of the clergy. Dr. 
Kathleen Lynn, who was elected 
a Republican deputy from South 
Dublin in the recent election, called 
the meeting to order. 

The first. business was the adop- 
tion of an expression of sympathy 
with the family of Capt. Nel 
Lemass of the Irish Republican 


last week with a bullet wound in 
the head after he had been miss- 
ing since last July. The assembly 
then voted to make Miss Mary 
MacSwiney chairman of the con- 
vention in place of Mr. De Valera. 


ALLEGIANCE Is TOPIC 


The agenda contains questions | 


dealing with allegiance to the re- 
public and allegiance to any for- 
eign government. 

Further resolutions proposed ex- 
pre appreciation of the effects of 
the Repablinen army and condemn 
violations of the peace pact reached 
in May, 1922, at the Ard Fheis 
assembly. 

Another extends greétings to 
“citizens of the Irish republic” in 
the six counties of Ulster, and 
still another makes a protest 
“against the abuse of their spir- 
itual power by the Irish hierarchy, 
especially the denial of the sacra- 
ment to Republicans and soldiers 
of the republic dying of wounds 
received in defense of the Repub- 
lic,” and also the refusal to per- 
mit the bodies of Republican dead 
to be brought into the church. A 
copy of the resolugion will be sent 
to Pope Pius with the prayer that 
he exclude politics of every kind 
from the pulpit. 


DEMAND DE VALERA RELEASE 

The unconditional release of 
Eamon De Valera, the imprisoned 
deputies and all political prison- 
ers is demanded in another reso- 
lution which likewise congratulates 
De Valera on “his miraculous es- 
cape from attempted assassination 
at Ennis.” 

Atte. an address by Mary Mac- 
Swiney reviewing the events of the 
past two years, a message was read 
from FP. J. Rutledge, De Valera's 
deputy president, who is “on the 
run.“ The message recalled in part 
the history of the struggle over 
the Anglo-Irieh treaty and said: 

“Our government (the Republic- 
an) now faces immense difficul- 
ties, such as many a hunted, though 
rightful, government has had to 
face before. The King's government 
in England, with the assent of 
His Majesty's ministers in Ireland, 
has torn our country in two, but 
daily the hearts of the people are 
jturning to Republican allegiance.” 

The convention adjourned after 
its opening session to allow the 
members to attend the funeral of 
Capt. Le mass. 

Announcement was made that 
all the prisoners held in Mount Joy 
dy the Free State, numbering 485, 
were on hunger strike in protest 
against the withdrawal of their 
privileges as “prisoners of war.”

Kobe Rises Manfully From 
Quake Desolation 


Yokohama Shown to Have 
Been Greatest Sufferer 


Great City Crumbled Within 
Thirty Seconds 


TOKIO, Sept. 20.— After having 
reached Kobe with about 200 
other foreign refugees abroad the 
United States Shipping Board 
steamer, President Wüson, I was 
in a position to ascertain even 
more vividly the tremendous 
calamity caused by the quake that 
struck us all so suddenly and re- 
duced nearly every one to a con- 
dition of absolute beggary. Kobe 
has risen to the occasion splendid- 
ly, botht foreigners and Japanese 
‘residents of this city literally turn- 
ing out their wardrobes and their 
pockets to relieve the distress of 
those afflicted by quake and, fire 
in the more northern regions of 
Japan. 

Special relief committees are at 
work and are handling a task of 
colossal magnitude, without having 
had sufficient time for launching 
thé plans for assistance.

Well, it isn't slow nor cumbersome nor 
heavy. Neither is it the life of Abraham 
Lincoln in typical “movie” form. This 
Rockett production, with the rather un- 
wieldly tithe of “The Dramatic Life of 
Abraham Lincoln,” is something new in 
photoplays. is not a sentimentaliat 
idealization of the Civil War President. 
it is not theatrical, and there is no cheap 
striving for effect or for punch.

When this photo- 
play is released, 
George A. Billings, 
the man who plays 
Lincoln, will prob- 
ably be the talk of 
the country, and 
he will deserve all 
of the praise that 
will be given him, 
but it should not 
be forgotten that, 
except for the 
work of Miss Marion and Mr. Carr and the 
two young producers, Mr. Billings would 
never have had this vehicle for the display 
of his ability and that but for the work of 
the other persons mentioned in the fore- 
going paragraph much of his splendid act- 
ing would have gone for naught. 

This case of Mr. Billings is one of the 
most extraordinary in the history of screen 
or stage plays. He is not a trained actor. 
He was never on the stage in his life, and 
until he began work in the Rockett Lincoln 
film he never acted before the camera. 


About 40 years of age, Mr. Billings was 
a collector of bills for the Los Angeles 
water department. Of acting he knew noth- 
ing, but of Lincoln he knew much. For 
many years his friends and acquaintances 
had commented upon his extraordinary re- 
semblance to the pictures of Abraham Lin- 
coln, and the martyred President had be- 
come Mr. Billings’s hero. 

One day this tall, awkward, difident man 
appeared at the Rockett studio, said he 
understood a cast was being selected for 
a Lincoln film, and asked for the name part. 
He looked like Lincoln, but could he ever 
be trained to act the part well enough to 
carry the major amount of individual foot- 
age in a twefve-reel photoplay? it seemed 
unlikely. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Billings was 
never taught how to act. As a “piece of 
acting” his screen portrayal of Lincoln may 
or may not be ragged work. I do not know. 
But this much is certain, that whenever he 
is on the screen he focuses all attention 
upon himself; he seems to BE Lincoln, and

There were also errors 
in the casting. Conway 
Tearle, ax the leading man, 
photographed about fifteen 
years too old for the lover 
of Constance Talmadge.

Tearle’s years, but cer- 
tain it is that he had 
neither the looks nor the 
dash for the part he es- 
sayed. 

Another error in casting, 
according to my taste, was 
giving the part of Sir Peter 
Dare to Charles Gerrard.

So it has come to pass that the director 
is coming into his own. We know now 
that his artistic perception, his originality, 
his sympathy and understanding, his very 
personality and character are the foremost 
factors in making or marring pictures. He 
it is, more than anyone else involved, who 
must catch the spirit, the motive, the sub- 
tleties and the human reactions of the 
story to be filmed. His ego, for good or ill, 
will predominate in every picture sent forth. 

And the dear fellows have nty of 
eco. Sometimes it is a large ptious 
ego, running to lavish display, outward 
show, sensational splurges, and flamboyant 
flapdoodie. Sometimes it suffers from a sex 
complex, radiating vamps, bedrooms, too- 
pretty ladies, underwear. and illicit luxury. 
Sometimes it is a bit morbid, running to 
melodramatic misery, poverty, crime and 


artistic ego, a fantastic ego, or a whimsical 
ego. And occasionally, delightfully, a hu- 


morously normal human ego. But what- 
ever kind it is, we get a generous supply 
of it in his “next release.” 

Thus many directors are called and few 
are chosen. The woods are full of them, 
but only a few stand out as “masters”—or 
possible masters. 

In this connection one of the most talked 
of but least known in this country is Victor 
Seastrom, now at Goldwyn. 

Note, please, how many of these directors 
have conquering names. Victor Seastrom, 
Rex Ingram, King Vidor, Marshall Neilan, 
Erich Von Stroheim (that Von is baronial,) 
Cecil de Mille, and even the Charleses, 
Jameses and Williams are kingly names.

in the part of the foolish young wife in “Duley” Wer versatility and 
ubility are never in question. 


The story of “The Dangerous Maid” offers many of those 
whimsicalities of situation and action m which Constance 
Talmadge excels. The man to whom she has been en 
gaged since childhood has been an adherent of the 
Monmouth cause, as has her li-vearold brother. 
Capt. Prothero, one of the King's men, finds 
her in the Kurden with ber flance and. starts 
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to call his soldiers to arrest the hunted man, 
but Barbara flings her arms around the Cap- 
tain’s neck and stops his cries with kisses until 
her husband-to-be has made his escape. 
Then there comes a peddier to her home with a note 
from her fugitive brother. He demands (100, but Barbara 
takes a rapier into her unaccustomed hands and forces the 
man to give her the paper. How she prevents him selling his 
knowledge to the King’s troopers, and how she deliberately misleads 
Corp. Crutch, is a part of the story that must be seen to be appre- 
ciated. 

The dissolute and unscrupulous Col. Kirk is attracted by her 
beauty, and lures her to his room, from which she is rescued by 
Capt. Prothero. Later, in order to throw the pursuers off the track, 
she dons her brother's clothes and leads the soldiers a merry chase, 
only to be captured in the end and charged with treason. 

Capt. Prothero recognizes her despite her disguise, and attempts 
to help her to escape, but the ruse fails and finally both of them 
fall into the power of Col. Kirk and appear in the court of the no- 
torious Lord Chief Justice Jeffreys for sentence. Capt. Prothero is 
to be shot at dawn, and Barhara ix to be flogged, and then to serve 
three years in prison. ä 

How the lovers escape their peril, how Barbara outwits Jeffreys 
and forces him to sign four pardons is the surprise part of the plot 
which must not be told here. As is proper for a melodramatic ro- 
mance of this kind, there is a happy ending—in this case without a 
clinch for the fade-out. ä 

Obviously a story of this kind, with proper settings, the excellent 
cast listed above, and with Constance Talmadge for star, should be, 
in the parlance of film fans, “another knockout.”. So it should, but 
unhappily it is not, and the blame rests neither upon the star nor 
the cast, but primarily upon the director and the continuity writer 
respectively, Victor Heerman and C. Gardner Sullivan. 

This is not meant as an intimation that “The Dangerous Maid” is 
not good entertainment, for it is entertaining, but it is not vo good a 
photoplay, despite the star's charm, as were “Dulcy” and the other 
Constance Talmadge films made by Sidney Franklin. Mr. Heerman 
seems to direct literally, with no saving graces of fancy or lightness.

Baking Industry One of City’s Most Important De- caine 
velopments; Five Hundred Plants 


our important indus- 
* ie seldom given men- 
tion or discussed is the baking in- 


in Los Angeles, today we have over 
500 wholesale and retall baking 
plants. 

It is estimated that about 40 per 
cent of all bread and bakery prod- 
ucts consumed in this country come 
from regular baking establish- 
ments. The consumption in the 
larger cities often reaches 90 per 
cent. It is estimated that 75 per 
cent to 86 per cent of all bread 
and similar pro@ucts consumed in 
Los Angeles comes from  estab- 
lished baking concerns. Approxi- 
mately 66 per cent of the total 


sumed in Los Angeles is supplied 
by the large wholesale concerns, 
the other part being distributed 
among the ers and = small 
wholesalers. 

The size of the dndustry is more 
appreciated when we consider that 
the value the products pro- 
duced in Angeles fot the year 
1922 was about $15,000,000, and of 
a total of thirty-three industries 
the bread and bakery products in- 
dustry is sixteenth on the list in 
— value of the annual produc- 

on. 

The increase in the industry 
has been enormous as is shown by 
the fact that the value of bakery 
products in Leos Angeles in 1914 
was only $4,816,000. The tncrease 
in the value of the products from 
1905 to 1914 amounted to less than 
$200,000. Whereas, the increase 
from 1914 to 1923 amounted to 
over $10,000,C00. According to fig- 
ures complied in the 1919 census 
which do not truly refiect the pres- 
ent situation and are only approxi- 
mate, about 20 per cent of the 
total value of bakery goods manu- 
factured in California comes from 
Los Angeles; undoubtedly this per- 
centage is even greater today.

Thirteen of the fifty-two con- 
cerns are of sufficient size to be 
designated wholesale manufactur- 
ers of bread. They produce about 
66 per cent of the total volume of 
baker’s bread and bakery products

consumed in Los Angeles. The 
capital invested by these thirteen 
| concorne amounted to approxi- 
mately $2,375,000, and the value of 
| their products over $8,000,000. 

| This same group of bakers, it f& 
estimated in a summary compiled 
by Cass, Howard and Sanford, 
|consumed during 1922 approxi- 
| mately 445,000 barrels of four. It 
has been estimated that there are 
approximately 212,000 loaves pro- 
duced daily in Los Angeles which 
indicates that the per capita con- 
sumption of bread is not as great 
as in strictly industrial communi- 
ties which are located in colder 
climates. 

About 95 per cent of the whcele- 
sale bakers in Los Angeles operate 
their plants on the American or 
open-shop plan, although a bakers’

pian. The average wage paid in 
the wholesale bakery plants is 
from $382 to $42 per week, de- 
pending upon the length of service 
and the work performed

The soundness of the industry is 
well indicated by statistics showing 
the mortality rate of baking con- 
cerns in Los Angeles. The average 
number of cases handled by the 
wholesalers’ Board ot 
Southern California from 1914 to 
1922 inclusive per year is twenty- 
three. For the last five years the 
average number of cases has been 
only a little over fifteen. „For all 
lines of business the average num- 
ber of cases per year from 1914, to 
1922, inclusive, was about 618, and 
for five years the annual average 
was about 390.

Breckmire Economist Pre 


dicts Good Times Ahead | 


Psychology Analyzed 


Deller Worth Less Then 
Four-Bits in Goods

Reminiscent of the time in 1921 
when L. M. Maynard, now consult- 
ing economist for the National City 
Bank of Los Angeles, made a busi- 
ness study trip around the United 
States, the “Foreword” in the cur- 
rent issue of the bank’s Economic 
Review and Forecast acknowledges 
a call from Mr. Ray Vance of the 
Brookmire Economic Service. The 
bank hae turned its October letter 


over to Mr. Vance, who has cov- 
ered the business outlook for — 


and winter in an interesting and in- ö 


structive way. The high points in 
Mr. Vance’s review are that spécu- 
lative activity is low; the supply of 
consumable goods not greatly ex- 
cessive, and the general purchasing 
power high. In his conclusions the 
New York economist says: 

“I find people now doing a good 
business, although a few of them 
fear that disaster is just ahead. I 
find very little ovérproduction, no 
dangerous speculation, and a decid- 


edly easy purchasing power. I find 
the great producing sections of the 
country more optimistic than those 
which speculate particularly. I find 
that in the farm communities men 
have been paying off notes which 
banks had come to regard a: 
wholly worthless. As a whole, i 
cannot avoid the conclusion that 
decidedly better things are in front 
of business this fall and winter.” 

Under the heading of “The State 
of Mind and the Business Outlook,” 
Mr. Vance says: 

“While I do not want to open 
any argument as to whether statis- 
ties or business psychology offers 
a More accurate outlook on com- 
ing business condition; as a mat- 
ter of fact, such an argument is 
not based upon anything except a 
misunderstanding of terms. Busi- 
ness statisticsa, when properly ap- 
plied, are not confined to measuring 
past business movements. Such in- 
dexes as the turnover of bank 
deposits, the unfilled orders of va- 
rious lines of industries, or the 
shipments from primary producers 
to wholesale distributors are noth- 
ing in ‘the world but measures of 
business psychology or business 
sentiment. 

“These types of statistics, which 
measure business sentiment, agree 
with the impression which I have 
gotten from talks with business 
men, that hesitation is a common 
tate of mind at the present time, 
and that downright fear is to be 
found in some places. 

“The port of discussion is that 
such: a state of mind is not the 
thing which precedes a decline of 
business; it may accompany it, and 
the extent to which fear is 
aroused frequently has a strong 
bearing on the intensity of busi- 
ness depression. However, the 
state of mind which precedes a 
business drop is one of overcon- 
fidence rather than of fear. Confi- 
dence in a business situation is a 
good thing when properly founded, 
but an excessive spirit of confidence 
is a symptom of coming decline. 

“The standard symptoms which 
the Broekmire Service recognizes 
as likely to precede depressed busi- 
ness conditions are: 

(1.) Excessive speculation. 

(3.) Products in excess of aver-

State bonds are very desirable because, as a rulé, State debts are 
relatively small and defaults not likely to occur, but, according to 
Mentzer’s Economics, a tendency toward rapid increase of State in- 
debtedness should be viewed with

of living men, because of failure of public speculations, and because 
subsequent to incurrence the people were led to think the debts un- 
just, unwise, unreasonable.

RECEIPTS TO 
SET RECORD 


Seven Million Total, More 
Than Twice 1918 Figure, 
Predicted for Y ear 


Volume of receipts at the local 
postoffice is such that officials be- 
lieve the high-water mark of 
$7,000,000 will be reached before 
the end of the calendar year. 

This will result if the increase of 
25 per cent a month, recorded so 
far, continues during the remain- 
der of the year. Receipts during 
1922 amounted to $5,813,139.01. 

Estimated receipts of $7,000,000 
will overtop anything ever regis- 
tered in Angeles, being more 
than double those of five years 
ago.

PRINCIPALS JAILED 


The arrest of Cox, who, with 
Wilson, was a principal in the two 
robberies, occurred on the night of 
December 21, 1921; that of Wiison 
the next day. 

On the night of April 9. 1927, 
when Cox and Wilson were trying 
to effect their escape from the 
County Jalil, Cox was shot and 
killed by Wilson, presumably to 
prevent him from implicating Wil- 
son in the robbery, as he knew that 
Cox had been before U. 8. Atty.

Wilson was 
convicted of murdering Cox, and 
he is now serving a life sentence at 
San Quentin.
